N spite of all the moaning and the anguish that are sup- 
posed to prevail in the automotive business in this year 
of grace 1931, there are a few facts that may profit 
borne in mind, 

The first of these is that there are 26,000,000 motor 
vehicles running around our far-flung streets and highways. 
In the course of the year these vehicles will need consider- 
able attention to keep them operating on an efficient basis. 
There will be repairs, new parts, new tires, gasoline, lubri- 
cants and extra equipment of many sorts and varieties, ac- 
cording to the individual taste. It will not be too much to 
put the maintenance bill for our 26,000,000 motor vehicles 
at somewhere around $8,000,000,000. And that is a sum that 
not even a national treasury would sneeze at, if treasuries 
ever do sneeze. 

And even the possibilities for selling new cars and new 
trucks are something that would delight the hearts of most 
types of merchants. If our factories produce in the neigh- 
borhood of 3,000,000 cars and trucks, some one is going to pay 
about $2,500,000,000 for those vehicles. There are big in- 
dustries which would consider that a banner year for their 
merchants. 

We must not look back on 1929 and permit the volume 
of that altogether abnormal year to blind us to the oppor- 
tunities that await us in 1931.

Railway Rates 
ITHIN the last few weeks the railways have obtained 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission permis- 
sion to reduce rates in certain sections to meet motor truck 


competition. 
of the South and to the transportation of motor vehicle 
Southern districts. The railed carriers explained that trucks 
were hauling cotton and motor vehicles at rates which they 
could not meet, and had gotten a considerable amount of this 
business away from them. 

Certainly the railways were justified in asking this 
relief. If they can haul cotton or automobiles or cattle or 
hairpins at a rate that enables them to compete with truck 
transport over the highways, they should be allowed to do so. 
It seems to us that putting shackles on the railroads in the 
matter of what minimum rates they shall charge is rather 
poor business. 

At any rate, in asking permission to lower their rates | 
to meet competition, the railways are quite within their} 
rights, and they make a very much pleasanter picture than! 
they do when they go to Congress and ask it to strangle com- | 
petition for. their benefit. Thinking men today are asking | 
for less governmental interference with business, not 
for more. 

If the railways can furnish better transportation than 
can motor trucks and do it at a cheaper rate, they certainly | 
should be allowed to benefit by their superior efficiency. If | 
the boot is on the other foot, then the truck should be allowed 

to take the business it can get. But neither method of trans- 
portation should be throttled by ill considered governmental 
action, largely dictated by political expediency.

'PENN. HOUSE PASSES ~ 
BILL THAT TRUCK 
OPERATORS OPPOSE 


Harrisburg, Pa., May 22.—Truck 
| operators throughout the state and 
members generally of the Pennsyl- 
vania Motor Truck Association, Inc., 
which latter recently moved on 
Harrisburg over 300 strong, to pro- 
test against the enactment into law 
of House Bill 1,483, imposing an 8 
| mills excise tax for the use of the 
highways, on the gross receipts from 
all operations of those who haul 
passengers or merchandise for hire, 
are aroused by the passage of the 
bill by the House. 

The bill, which came up for third 
|reading last Monday night and was 
defeated at the time, and therefore 
believed dead, by those interested in 
truck transportation, has just been 
reconsidered and passed by a vote 
of 148 to 42. 

As there is a tax of 8 mills on 
gross receipts on the statute books, 
the truck operators and their back- 
ers deem this measure for double 
taxation, which will] now go to the 
Senate, unreasonable, unjust, un- 
necessary and discriminatory. It 
would cost more than the total tax 
to keep the mileage records and 
make the reports required by the 
bill, while proper policing would be 
impossible. An extra effort is being 
made among truck operators to see 
their senators over this week end, in 
further protest.

BOTH AXLE SHAFTS 
BEFORE ONE BREAKS 


A SERVICE idea not often particu- 

larly pushed, but which has its 
advantages, is that of selling the 
customer the plan of having both 
his rear axle shafts replaced before 
either is broken, as done by Coul- 
ston - MacFarlane, Inc., Chevrolet 
dealers, 6812 Rising Sun Ave., Lawn- 
dale, Philadelphia. This, of course, 
applies to a car that has been in 
operation for some time. 

The car owner is advised that 
adoption of this plan is much more 
economical than waiting until one 
of the shafts actually breaks, as the 
firm offers a special price for the 
replacement. The selling talk runs 
about as follows: 

After a car has been operated 
15,000 miles or more, there is a pos- 
sibility of breaking a rear axle shaft 
at any time, even under merely 
normal driving conditions. To re-« 
place just one broken axle shaft 
would cost the customer about $10, 
not to mention the towing and other 
inconveniences that may be neces- 
sitated. This trouble, however, may 
be anticipated and avoided by 
having both®rear axle shafts re- 
placed, at the end of the 15,000-mile 
operation period, with new chrome- 
nickel steel axle shafts, at a cost 
of only $9, including labor and ma- 
terial. To replace first one broken 
shaft and later the other, would 
cost the customer approximately 
$20, so he saves more than half by 
ordering the double job done be- 
fore either shaft breaks. Breaking 
an axle shaft is something that 
happens to cars very frequently, so 
when a car has run 15,000 miles 
it is full time for the money-saving 
double replacement. 

It is explained to the car owner 
that an axle shaft is subject to 
twisting action every time the ve- 
hicle is started, sand when the 
power is delivered to the axle shaft 
by the differential axle gear, by 
the time this motion reaches the 
wheel there has occurred a torsional 
twist in the axle shaft. This twist- 
ing action is very slight, the amount 
being dependent upon the action of 
the clutch as to whether it “grabs,” 
or works smoothly. But after this 
twisting action has performed on 
the axles for as long a period as 
15,000 miles of operation, it has a 
tendency to crystallize the structure 
of the steel in the axle, and, with- 
out any warning, it twists com- 
pletely off. 

The logic of this statement and 
explanation is such that, coupled 
with the low price of the double 
replacement job, many owners of 
cars that have been run for at 
least the mileage mentioned, quick- 
ly take advantage of the offer, 
helping to keep the shop busy. 

Asking the car owner, when he 
comes in for service, if his starter 
jams and he has to try to “rock it 
out,” not infrequently leads to the 
sale and installation of a new steel 
ring flywheel, the charge for this 
job, including labor and material, 
being an even $10. In similar 
manner, bringing out the admission 
from the car owner ‘that his clutch 
slips, chatters, squeaks,, or is worn 
to a considerable degree, leads to 
the installation of a new type 
clutch, this job, when done in con- 
junction with the order for the

cilities without an actual outlay of 
cash in the form of rental. 

2. Whether or not equipment nor- 
mally is stored at one definite loca- 
tion practically every night or over 
the greater part of the time. 

3. Whether or not the owner op- 
erates shops directly in conjunction 
with storage facilities, or whether 
the maintenance schedule is so 
planned as to be somewhat inde- 
pendent of storage facilities. Doubt- 
less still other considerations will 
be thought of, but the foregoing will 
serve to illustraté the method of 
determining what appears to be the 
best procedure to follow. 

Local or other special licenses con- 
stitute an item which, to a consid- 
erable degree, may be said to be un- 
der the control of the operating 
department. For example, if a plant 
is located close to a state line there 
may be one or more trucks which 
it is considered advantageous to 
use on both sides of the line. In 
some instances such trucks require 
two state licenses, while in others
